CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 19—(Bulletin)—A new danger and one of the 


greatest in the Balkan situation, is the increasing insubordination among 
the Turkish troops. Their officers are unable to exercise 
any authority 


when the men do not wish to obey. A few days ago while some regiments 
were en route for Monastir from Uskub, the troops ordered the train stop- 
ped for 12 hours at Salonica, in order that they might amuse themselves in 
the town. 


Eight Macedonians who were working on a repair line on the railroad 


near Zelonike, were fired on by the troops for no particular reason. Three 
of the Macedonians were killed and the remainder fled to the station. They 
were pursued and massacred. 
Consular reports indicate that Salonica is in 


a most critical state. The slightest Bulgarian outrage would suffice to pro- 
voke a massacre. The question of sending- warships to Salonica is be- 
ing seriously discussed.

A PULSE CONTROLLER. 


Surgeon's Im entlom Gives Warning: 


of Danger to Patients. 


Dr. Gartner of Vienna, professor of 


experimental pathology, has invented 
an apparatus called a "pulse control- 
ler," intended to watch and register the 
acticin of the heart and pulse while a 
patient is under the influence of chloro- 
form, cocaine or ether, says the New 
York American and Journal. The. appa- 
ratus consists of a watcblike box, to be 
attached to the patient's forearm. 


The box has a graduated dial and 


hi'iid-*, -working according tq the pulse 
and blood pressure vibrations, which 
are registered by an elastic spring in 
the most precise manner imaginable. 
The physician iu attendance, or opera- 
tor respectively, is all the time kept in- 
formed of the exact degree of the un- 
conscious per«ou's pulse and heart ac- 
tion. The controller furthermore shows 
the action of pulses which the physi- 
cian's finger cannot feel or find; it feels 
the pulse of e\ery drop of blood circu- 
lating in the arm. The entire blood and 
heart action is precisely and continu-

"The growth 
of government business is so rapid and 
the accumulation of the files so great 
that in consequence all the files are 
cramped for room in which to stoiv 
papers which by law must be pre- 
served. The destruction by lire of any 
of the department buildings world 
cause irreparable injury, confusion and 
delay in the transaction of the public 
business. Especially is this true with 
reference to the treasury, which is the 
great clearing house of the govern- 
ment, where all its debts are paid and 
evidence of such payments preserved. 
Departmental records, overfilling the 
originally provided repositories, in -sev- 
eral eases have been stored in other 
buildings which the government rents. 


"The plans for the Hall of Itecords 


now under consideration provide for a 
large main building, with extensions. 
The main building is to be devoted to 
the business of the superintendent of 
the records, and there will bo an exten- 
sion for each of the departments. The 
extensions are to be so constructed that 
they can be enlarged as increased space 
is demanded. The site was selected 
with a view of obtaining additional 
ground when it shall be required.

The plans for the new field include 


more than a mere football gridiron, a 
diamond and a track. A large play- 
ground will bo constructed where stu- 
dents not interested in regular athlet- 
ics may secure outdoor exercise. The | 
new field will be directly east of the ' 
veterinary collect, on a portion of the 
present university farm.

An agent of tin 
supervising architect's bureau will be 
dirjcted to go to Europe and inspect 
those buildings and report on the meth- 
ods employed there, with a view to 
adopting the most effective methods 
for our Hall of Itecords." 


The site of the Hall of Records is a 


block to the west of the war, state and 
navy buildings and not far from the 
White House and treasury. John Hay. 
secretary of state, and Senator Wil- 
liam M. Stewart of Nevada are the 
largest holders of property in the 
square taken by the government. The 
property holders at fir«t demanded ex- 
orbitant prices for their holdings, but 
under the threat of condemnation pro- 
ceedings they agreed to s<-H for two 
and one-eighth times the assessed val- 
uation of the property.
